Proposals are due 
January 17. “The interest in this 
program is brisk,” Procurement 
Specialist William Goodrich said. 
“We expect a rather large number 
of responses.” 

Meteoroids and micrometeoroids 
‘tiny particles of solid matter 
traveling at high speeds in space) 
pose a problem to space flight. 
Several experiments aimed at de. 
tecting the size and density of 
these particles have been carried 
on Explorer and Vanguard satel- 
lites. The most recent such pay- 
load was Explorer 16  (S-55B) 
launched Dec. 16 by the NASA 
Langley Research Center. 

The new Saturn satellite, how- 
ever, will be of far greater size, 
offering a much larger exposure 
surface to the small space parti- 
cles. 

The large size will permit in- 
vestigation with skin thickness 
greater than that used in small 
satellites: Té-Hins-tie-—further ad- 
vantage of .providing more data 
on meteoritics, the study of dis- 
tribution and magnitude of meteo- 
roid particles. 

The satellite will weigh about 
4,000 pounds and will have a sur- 
face area of some 2,000 square 
feet. Useable lifetime will be one 
year at minimum. It is to  pro- 
vide data to be used in the de- 
sign of large operational manned 
and unmanned systems in space 
within a few hundred miles of 
the earth. 

This satellite is to be "erected" 
in orbit, that is, once the payload 
carrier is placed in orbit, it will 
be transformed into an object 

with large sensing surface area. 
The payload may take one or two 
shapes. From its basic cylinder 
form, it may  "unfold" into the 
form of a parasol, or it may put 
forth two long wings. 


MISSISSIPP! HOLIDAY 
DEATH RATE ONE 
OF HIGHEST 


“The staggering total of 19 kill- 
ed in traffic accidents over the 
Christmas holiday weekend gra- 
phically describes the pitiful situa- 
tion in Mississippi,” stated Louis 
Wise, President of the Mississippi 
Safety Council. 

The Safety Council President 
said further that if the heavily 
populated states of the North 
East and Middle West had experi- 
enced the number of deaths on a 
per capita basis as did Mississippi, 
more than 1,000 people would 
have been killed in America dur- 
ing this time instead of the 846 
killed. 

“I cannot understand,” Wise 
said, “why our state - one of the 
most rural in the nation and with 
some of the best highways - shows 
one of the ‘highest death rates 
year after year.” 

Wise said the reasons for such 
consistent statistics on our high- 
ways were numerous and listed 
some of them as improper en- 
forcement, particularly by law 
enforcement officers, a complete 
disregard for traffic laws by many 
of our people, and complete apa- 
thy to the traffic situation by the 
populace of the state. 

"The time is now," Wise said, 
"when we must realize the serious- 
|ness of the traffic problem and 
take immediate corrective action.”
